Histadrut sticking to 
C-o-L allowance demand 


not budge from its demand for the 
immediate payment of a seven per 
cent Cost-of-Living allowance in- 
crease to compensate workers for 
the recent rise in prices. This was 
stated yesterday by the Histadrut’s 
Acting Secretary-General, Yeruham 
Meshel, at a meeting of the Tel 
Aviv Labour Council. 

He said he hoped the Government 
and the Histadrut would reach an 
agreement on this point this week. 
The agreement would then be pres- 
ented to the industrialists and other 
employers as “an unconditional de- 
mand,” he said, 

The seven per cent demanded by 
the Histadrut is as of February 
1st, Mr. Meshel pointed out, and 
is in addition to the 14.8 per cent 
C-o-L allowance rise already agreed 
to as of the beginning of the year. 

Calling on the Government and 
employers to sit down together 
with labour to find ways to stem 
the soaring prices, Mr. Meshel 
‘warned that the Histadrut would 
demand full compensation every 
time the Index rises. 

“But we don't want to see a 
situation where workers will have 


to be compensated every month 
for rising prices,” he said. 

He warned that the seven per 
cent demanded by the Histadrut 
was only an “advance payment,” 
and should by no means be re- 
garded as a final settlement of the 
‘wage earners’ claims, since “we 
have not yet seen the end of spi- 
Talling prices.” 

He attacked the manufacturers, 
saying they had been the ones te 
demand total elimination of sub- 
sidies. “But when the workers ask 
to be compensated they call this 
distortion,” he said. 

Subsidies of basic food commodities 
should be continued, he stated, and 
‘the rich should be made to bear 
the brunt of the burden. 

“We won't object if the Govern- 
ment raises indirect taxes as much 
as it wants," he said, “But this 
should only apply to luxury ftems. 
Anyone who wants to live it up 
should pay for it.” 

The Histadrut leader also took 
the local authorities to task for 
their intention of raising municipal 
rates by 50 per cent. This would 
torpedo efforts to stem the rising 
cost of lving, he said. (Ittm)

Mordechai Ron said the woman, 8 
known prostitute whose husband is 
one of the accused in an underworld 
murder trial, probably hoped te 
arouse sympathy by the obituary, 
claiming the “fallen officer” was her 
brother. She apparently also hoped 
that the police would not bother 
ber in her trade in the future, due 
to her grief for her “brother who 
gave his life for the country.” 

If the police assumption is veri- 
fied, she will be charged with caus- 
ing a public nuisance, Paragraph 105 
of the Criminal Code.

The Government should 
not pay substantially more than 
the banks when borrowing money. 

Nor should it charge substan- 
tlally less when lending money 
to the business community, This 
creates distortions. Firms re- 
celving export credit for six per 
cent, for example, can lend that 
money today for 16-18 per cent 
im the British market, he re- 
called. 

Questioned about a rumoured 
shortage of dollar bills in Is- 
rael's banks (forcing outgoing 
voyagers to take traveller's 
cheques), Sheffer assured press- 
men that any emergency was 
atrictly temporary, “Maybe some 
individuals are buying banimotes 
for 10.4.20 to the dollar and sell- 
ing them for IL5.25 on Lilen- 
blum Street,” he grinned.

Jerusalem Post Arab Affsirs Reporter 

Jordan’s Prime Minister Za‘d Ri- 
fai yesterday dismissed Beirut press 
reports of an army political mutiny 
in Jordan, but concrete information 
coming out of Amman indicated 
that there has indeed been consi- 
@erable unrest in the Jordanian 
armed forces, but over the high 
cost of living. 

The latter version corresponded 
with a roval decree in which Hus- 
sein ordered a review of the army 
personne! status and authorized new 
pay scales. 

Reports from Amman yesterday 
said that the unrest involved a gar- 
vison which demonstrated in its bar- 
Tacks near Zerka, north of the Jor- 
danian capital, on Tuesday. 

Beirut press reports claimed that 
the demonstration reflected an anti- 
Hussein politica! mutiny which 
forced the Jordanian monarch to 
rush back home from London. on 
Tuesday after putting off a sche- 
duled visit to Washington, 

The claim was made by some 
Lebanese newspapers known for 
their hostility to the Hussein re- 


gme. It ecinetded with a call by 
3 terrorist movement 


escaiating the anti-Hussein 
Strugg:e in order to foil an alleged 
“Amer.con-Ziozist-Jurdanian  solu- 
ton" τὸ the Palestine problem. 

‘The cail was issued shortly after 
a UN. delegation spokesman said 
that Ammar has communicated to 
U.S. Seeretary of State Henry Kis- 
sizger a pian for a Jordanian-Is- 
raeli disengagement. The plan ad- 
vocates an Isreeli withdrawal to the 
1867 frontiers to relinguish the 
West Bank in favour of a Jor- 
Ganian civil administration. Under 
this scheme Jordan would maintain 
no military presence on the West 
Bank but would keep its troops 
east of the Jordan river. 

But Jorden’s communication with 
the U.S. over its disengagement 
scheme is believed to be totally 
overshadowed by Washington’s pre- 
occupation with the questions of 
disengagement on the Syrian front 
and the Arab oil embargo. It ap- 
pears that Hussein's trip to Wash- 
ington was rescheduled because of 
this fact.

Apparently the Soviet side com- 
plained about not being informed of 
the progress of Dr. Kissinger’s media- 
tion at various steges, of not being 
consulted about the details of the 
agreement, of Egypt taking Dr. 
Kissinger’s word too much on trust. 
Moscow seems to have conveyed the 
belief that President Sadat was try- 
ing to follow 2 policy where all the 
material assistance would be provid- 
ed for Egypt by Moscow, but all the 
political fruits would be enjoyed by 
Washington. 

The Soviet side also expressed its 
opinfon that such piecemeal agree- 
ments arrived at through the media- 
tion of Dr. Kissinger could ultimnate- 
ly destroy rather than enhance the 
chances at the Geneva conference of 
a comprehensive settlement in the 
Middle East. 


NO APOLOGIES 


The Egyptian response was con- 
ciliatory but not apologetic. The 
Egyptians complained that high-level 
Soviet visits to Calro were all too 
rare, and that the Soviet side had 
made very ttle effort to keep con- 
tact with Egyptian leaders in a fast- 
changing situation. Verbal and secret 
assurances given by Dr. Kissinger a3 
to the future course of negotiations 
were weighty enough for the Egypt- 
tan leaders to accept the disengage- 
ment proposal, 

Soviet suspicion of Egypt is match- 
ed by suspicion of Washington and 
the feeling that the Americans are 


quietly working against Soviet in- 
terests in the region. Soviet demands 
for @ total solution to the Middle 
East within the framework of the 
Geneva conference, in which the 
Soviet side participates fully. have 
become more inatstent. 


In a commentary on developments, 
published in “Pravda” on January 30, 
it wag stated that “it must be ensur- 
ed that the Israeli leaders and their 
accomplices cannot turn the Kilo- 
metre 101 agreement into a kind of 
‘partial variant’ unrelated to the 
solution of other problems vital to 
the cause of peace in the Middle 
East. The Soviet Union comes out 
decisively for a clear connection be- 
tween the ement of troops 
and the overall process of a Middle 
East politica! settlement.” 

‘One can read these words as being 
addressed to the Egyptian leaders as 
much as to the Israeli leaders, Mr. 
Brezhnev himself, speaking in Ha- 
vana during his visit to Cuba, argued 
thet the disengagement of troops 
represented “only ἃ partial measure 
of purely military character that 
affects 80 far only one of the Arab 
countries that were involved in hosti- 
lities. Things must not, of course, 
Stop here..." He went on to say 
that the Geneva conference must 
carry out its main task of achieving 
ἃ political settlement. 


ARAB ASPIRATIONS 


As Soviet disapproval of unilaterat 
diplomatic activity by the United 
States in the Middle East becomes 
‘apparent, So affirmations that Dr, 
Kissinger was acting for Soviet in- 
terests a8 well are becoming fainter 
and weaker. Gradually Moscow's Une 
is hardening. The Russians are seek- 
ing terms which will meet with wider 
Arab aspirations rather than just 
solve the problems of Egypt or the 
political plane. One sign of this trend 
was when the joint communique issu-. 
ed after Fahmy's visit called for par- 
ticipation of the Palestinians in the 
work of the Geneva peace conference, 
thus making it an official policy for 
the first time, though Ht has been 
clear that Moscow has been In favour 
of such participation for a long time. 


Russia plans Mid-East 
counter-attack : China 


HONG KONG (UPI), — The New 
China ‘News Agency (NCNA) said 
yesterday that the Soviet Union 
was “plotting a counter-attack” in 
the Middle East because it “has 
been relegated to an inferior posi- 
tion.” 

The agency, in a review of Soviet 
foreign policy during the past year, 
said the “detente” between the So- 
viet Union and the U.S, was “imag- 
inary” and global contention be- 
tween the two super-powers was be-

The official agency, which is under 


direct control of Premier Chou En- 
lai’s State Council, made no direct 
mention of U.S, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissingers peace-making ef- 
forts in the Middle East, but it 
alluded to his successful mediation 
when it said, “at present, the 
thwarted Soviet revisionists are 
plotting a counter-attack” in the 
Middle Bast. ; 

There was no elaboration of what 
“counter-attack” meant, 

“Not only hag Soviet revisionism 
been met with  chilliness by the 
Arab countries, its ‘contradictions 
with them have developed continu- 
ously. Moreover, it has lost i 
initiative in the contention with 
US. imperialism and has been rele~ 
gated to an inferior position,” the 
agency sald.

The High Court of Justice made 
absolute an order nisi calling on the 
National Labour Tribunal to show 
cause why 119 decision should not 
be set aside. 

The second respondent, Dr. Rokas, 
had been employed by a pharma- 
ceutical company which was taken 
over by the Assia La- 
boratories, in 1964. At the time of 
the takeover he was given the 
alternative of accepting augmented 
severance compensation and leaving 
his employment or continuing to 
work for Assia Laboratories with 
full protectton of his pension rights. 

In 1972, just two years before 
he was due to retire, Dr. Rokas 
was dismissed by Assia. He applied 
to the Labour Tribunal for an in- 
junction restraining Assia from dis- 
taissing him and requiring them to 
reinstate him until he reached re- 
tirement age. 

Assia asked the Tribunal to dis- 
miss the application ἐπ mine on 
the grounds that there is no specific 
performance of employment con- 
tracts. The Tribunal dismissed 
Assia’s request, and its decision was 
confirmed on appeal by the National 
Labour Tribunal. 

Assia thereupon petitioned the 
High Court of Justice for an order 
nisi against the National Tribunal 
on the ground thar thelr decision 
was inconsistent with the law. They 
were an order sisi.

Jewish Agency, too

TEL AVIV, —The Jewish Agency 
will, like the general public, be ad- 
versely affected by the govern- 
ment’s subsidy. cuts, the chairman 
of the Jewish Agency's Global Bud- 
δεῖ Committee, Mr. Melvin Du- 
binsky, told The Jerusalem Poet 
this week. 

According to Mr. Dwhbingsky, 
members of the Board of Governors 
had to tackle the problem in their 
recent meeting here when attempt- 
ing to put together the 1974-5 
budget. They anticipate 2 20 per 
cent rise in the Agency’s operat- 
ing costs during the 12 
months, although it is not now 
possible precisely to evaluate the 
rate by which prices will in fact 
increase. 

Just as the ordinary Israeli will 
be paying more for everything from 
a loaf of bread to petrol, so will the 
Jewish Agency and this will sub- 
stantially affect its cost of opera- 
tions, “For example, we must feed 
the people at Ulpanim and Absorp- 
tion Centres and it will now cost 
us more. We raise money in the 
U.S. only to find out here that 
needs can't be met because, despite 
overwhelming efforts, we don't 
bave enough money,” he said. 

Despite the fact the economic 
situation has worsened, Mr. Dubin- 
sky, U.S. Chairman af the United 
Israel Appeal and a St. Louis real 
estate developer, feels that it is 
“by no means critical. Israel is not

The world energy crisis has added 


currencies, previously riding 
relative to the dollar, have suffered 
as their economies have been hard- 
est hit by fuel sbortages.

No one need 
criticize France for that, since 
floating makes more sense in these 
times than fixed rates, but its ac- 
ton doesn't bode well for monetary 
coordination.” 

US officials here are prone to 
attribute the recent straing between 
‘France and the US to an unbridled 
French economic nationalism, which 
must be more restrained in order 
to maintain equilibrium in the West. 
They acknowledge, however, that 
from the French perspective, these 
problems may appear to be just 
parts of what the French view to 
be the most serious problem — 
the increase of Soviet-US hegemony 
over all the world's affairs. s 
As Washington and Moscow have 
moved toward detente, US officials 
have been apprehensive about the 
anxieties of US allies in Europe 
and Japan. France, perhaps more 
than any of the other partners in 
the Atlantic AlHance, has made 
Imown her distress about the pros- 
pects of a joint US-Soviet “con- 
dominium” of power.
